Great Britain has for long years 
been wide awake and active in extending {ts trade all over the world, and 
Government agents have been a big factor in developing British trade and the 
Gale of British-made goods in countries both civilized and uncivilized The 
United States, too, handicapped though {t was because of a lack of merchant 
shipping has not neglected {ts opportunities and U.S. consular representatives 
@re active agents in promoting United States trade. 

But Canada has done little or nothing. The efforts put forth have been 
puny and puerile, penny-wise and pound foolish, lacking tn vision and totally 
devoid of real initiative and aggressiveness. 

{In Canada, both Government and people have, for the most part, been 
Quite content to allow the export trade of the country to be handled and con 
trotied by other countries, with the natural and {nevitable result that it has 
always taken second place to the interests of those countries through which 
{t is controlled. The Government has not had wide awake and trained rep- 
resentatives in foreign countries to size up the situation

Forest Fires And 


The Fur Trapper 


Loess of Lumber Small Compared to 
Trapper’s Loss 

Seldom does the casual observer or 
even the interested individual for that 
matter, ever see those two highTy im- 
Portant subjects discussed together. 

Much has been sald and more has 
been written of the vast arens of tim- 
ber lands, falling prey to the flames. 
Far easier to reduce the resultant loss 
of lumber, into dollars and cents, than 
to estimate with the faintest degree 
of accuracy the pewuniary loss in so 
far as the fur bearers are concerned, 

THat forest, fires destroy wild life is 
Unquestioned—but to what extent is a 
somewhat debatable question. Endow- 
ed with keen brains and active bodies, 
most of the wild folk, it would ap 
pear, scurry before the onrush of the 
flames—on occasion leaving their 
young to fight as best they may, 

To the experienced man of the 
woods, the action of certain wild crea- 
tures follows certain clearly defined 
lines, for instance, during a fire of 
any consequence, such pecullarly gift- 
ed animals as the beaver and the rat, 
plunge to the bottom of the nearest 
Stream or lake, and being root-eaters, 
have no difficulty in finding sufficient 
nourishment. The miik or otter too, 
seek protection in the coo) waters of a 
mearby stream and there find usually 
enough muskrat and fish to guaran- 
tee them against hunger.

Britain And Back In One Week 


Scheme to Link Up Empire By Fast 
Steamers = 
Wonders will never cease. Before 
long it will probably be possible to go 
from Canada to Britain and back in a 
} week. 
! A great scheme to link up the Em- 
Dire by a service of fast new steamers 
‘has been proposed to the Imperial 
Shipping Committee, and the Canadian 
;Chamber of Commerce in London de- 
clares that the scheme ts now likely 
to become an accomplished fact, 
There will bo eight fast vessels of 
60,000 tons, half as large again as the 
Mauretania, and these will be fitted 
with turbine engines burning oll fuel 
and capable of developing a speed of 
at least 26 knots. The crossing be- 
tween Liverpoo! and Nova Scotia will 
be accomplished in four days, so that 
8 slight lessening of this time would 
enable a traveller to go from Canada 
to England and back In about a week. 
| The journey from England to Syd- 
ney by way of Canada and Vancouver 
will be completed in 20 days.

Cheese and Butter Exports 


Increase of Over Three Million Pounds 
In 1921 

In the period from May 1 to Dec. 8 
Canada exported to Britain and the 
continent 74,652 packages of butter 
of 56 pounds each. In the same per- 
fod in 1920 the export was 13,079 
packages of the same weight, an in- 
crease of nearly three and a half 
million pounds for 1921. The num- 
ber of boxes of cheese shipped during 
the same period was 1,429,386, an in- 
crease of 36,157 boxes. Total receipts 
of butter at Montreal for the same 
period were 520,358 packages, against 
372,869 in 1920. Receipts of cheese 
were 1,533,530 boxes, against 1,415,779 
boxes {n 1920. 

This increase in the movement of 
dairy products draws attention to the 
fact that dairying today holds sut 
more hope of returns than many other 
Mnes of farming.

Canada’s Potato Crop 


n Eastern Canada It Is Below the 
Average this Year But In the 
Prairie Provinces Above 

Prince Edward Island is the only 
province in the east that had a good 
crop of potatoes this year, although 
{the prairie provinces all produced 
above the average for ten years, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba doing parti- 
cularly well. Quebee’s production 
was below the average. British Col- 
umbia’s yleld was below the average 
but exceeded that of last year. On- 
tarlo’s crop, both east and west, was 
not half of last year, but the northern 
districts showed ‘up satisfactorily. 
Over the whole province, the yleld 
was 103% bushels per acre against 152 
last year and an average of 119% for 
the years 1911 to 1921. These facts 
are taken from the Dominion Fruit 
Commissioner's report; dated Novem- 
ber, 1921. Excepting British Colum- 
bia, all the provinces report freedom 
from any serious disease. In British 
Columbia late blight_serlously reduc- 
ed the shipping stock usually available 
}from the lower mainland. The drought 
in the early part of the summer play- 
ed sad havoc with the potato crops in 
Ontario and Nova Scotia, in the first 
named province, particularly. Re 
garding the market generally, the re- 
port says that as the digging season 
progressed and the favorable weather 
continued, there was expectation of a 
larger crop than originally estimated 
and growers became optimistic. Ship- 
ments grew heavy, but the demand 
jturned out unusually Hght ,and prices 
slumped accordingly. The total yield 
of potatoes from all Canada this year 
is placed “at 110,895,000 bushels 
againet 133,831,400 bushels in 1920. 
The average wholesale price for the 
entire Dominion is quoted at $1.55 per 
ewt., or about 93c per bushel. 


The Speed Of Thought 


Mental Processes Only Take Fraction 
Of a Second 

One often hears the 
‘Quick as thought.” 
is thought?” An interesting ques- 
‘tion, Modern phychology has furn- 
ished some valuable statistics, writes 
8 George Tyler. 

For example, {t takes about two- 
fifths of a second to call to mind the 
country in which a well-known town 
is situated, viz., Paris in France; or 
the language in which a famillar au- 
thor wrote, as Dante in Italian, 

To add numbers containing one fig- 
ure it takes, on an average, about one- 
third of a second; while half a second 
is occupied in multiplying them, 

Next note the time demanded to per- 
ceive and to choose a motion. Sup- 
pose, for instance, a person, not know- 
ing which of two colored lights is to 
be presented to him, has to lift his 
right hand for red, and his left for 
blue; it takes only about one-thir- 
teenth of a second to begin the cor- 
rect motion, 

To call up the name belonging to a 
printed word needs about one-ninth of 
a second; to a letter, one-sixth, while 
to a picture or color it takes one- 
quarter and one-third of a second re- 
spectively. 

These experimenta give cansider- 
able insight into the working of the 
mind, and show, beyond a doubt, that

Regina.—The stage loft and scenery 
of Regina Theatre were entirely des- 
troyed early Sunday morning by a fire 
of, 80 far, unknown origin, which also 
badly scorched the Interior of the 
building, and for a time threatened the 
house with total destruction.

DEATH NOT EXPECTKD 

LONDON, Jan, 23.- Civilian and 
official England today was mourning 
the death of Viscount Bryce of Dech. 
mont, who passed away at Sidmouth 
yesterday Announcement of the 
death of the famous statesman, author 
and diplomat, wasaunexpected, it not 
being generally known that he was in 
a serious condition, Weakness of 
the heart intervened in his illness 
and the end came suddenly 


Jas. Bryce, first Viscount Bryce has 
been for years a noted statesman and 
aman of letters. As a writer he was 
especially distinguished as the author 
of a standard work, “The American 
Commonwealth,” accepted throughout 
the world, as one of the most intimate 
and accurate expositions of American 
institutions, He also wrote, The Holy 
Roman Empire. © Viscount Biyce 
would have been 8 years of age in 
May. He was born in Glasgow and 
received his early education at the 
high schools ané@ university of the 
Scottish city, He was later a scholar 
at Trinity University,Oxford, a fellow 
of Oriel College and a student at 
Heidelberg, He was called to the Bar 
1867 and practiced law until 1882. He 
was regius professor of civil law at 
Oxford from 1870 to 1898. He entered 
parliament in 1880, was under secie- 
tary of state for foreign affairs in 1886, 
chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
1892, president ofthe board of trade, 
1894, chief secretary fur Ireland, 1905-6 
British ambassador to Washington. 
1907-13, was given the order of meri! 
in 1907, and created a viscount in 1914. 
Had been honored with degrees from 
nniversities throughout Europe and 
| America. Was interested in mountain 
|elimbing and had been president of 
| the Alpine Club. During the war he 
headed commissions that inquired into 
the Belgian atrocities and the conduct 
of the Turks in Asia Minor. He was a 
genuine Liberal and ever an advocate 
of democracy and a true friend of the 
oppressed. Lady Bryce survives but 
there is no heir and the viscountey 
becomes extinct.

“Cutty Sark” Has Reoord No Ship Can 
Match 

To write of any one particular ship 
as the most famous in the world 
seems a rather tall order, says Tit- 
Bite. 

Yet probably every snilor alive 
would agree that no other veesel at 
present afloat can match the aston- 
ishing record of that famous 014 clip- 
per, the Cutty Sark. 

Built 63 years ogo, in 1868, this 
wonderful vessel can look back upon 
& series of records unmatched in the 
history of sailing ships, and today she 
is still afloat, and still earning money. 

The Americans built the first big, 
fast sailing ships. We followed them 
and beat them, and the British Ther- 
mopylae held all records in the late
